SHELLS AND THEIR. USES. 

Toman, inabarbarous and uneivilised stato, 
shells furnish the moane of performing somo 
of tho most important operations of daily 
life, boing oxtensively used asa substitute 
for iron, The savage frequontly forms bis 
knife, bis haunting spear, aud big fishhook of 
+ bard shell, Listor rolatea that the inbabit- 
ants of Nicaragua, in South America, Tasten 
* a aholl, called tha Ostrea virginica to a handle 
ofwood, and use it asa apade. In‘ North 
America. the natives uec a blue-and-white 
belt composed of shells, called the’ Vands 
mercenarty, as 0 symbol of peace and unity, 
and there, too, the gorgat of. the chieftain’s 
war-dress is composed of the poenrl-bearing 
mussel, called by naturalista Afytilus marqari- 
liferur. Many African tribes usn the Murex 
éritonis as a military hor, and a rave viriecy 
of this shell, which has the volution reversed, 
is held sacred, and uaed only hy tho priests, 
Among the Friendly Islanders the Orange 
Cowry. ia a symbol of the highest dignity, 
Tho Money Cowry "(Cypre2 monata) forms 
the current coin of many nations of Africa, 
and a.cortain number of these shells strung 
togethet are considered by tho slave-hunting 
chief aa on equivalont for so many black, 
skinned brothers, whom thoy.sellinte hopeless 
bondage, But no shell bas been put to 
+ greater uscs than tho “ tortoise-shell,” which 
bas’ nothing todo with the tortoise, For the 
tortoiso-shell of commerce is dorived’ from 
tho benutiful horny plates of the hawk's-bill, 
or imbricated turtle (Bretmochelys imbricata), 
though from those animals only that woigh 
‘at least. 160 bs,, ag the plates are otherwise

now Singapore and Canton; but it waa
